A hustling, well conditioned 
Lobo eleven upset two touchdown 
favorite College of Sequoias last 
Saturday night 22-8 before a near 
capacity crowd at the Lobo’s den. 

Led by quarterback Claude 
Crabb, fullback Harold Lopez, and 
end Larry Guilford, the Lobos took 
charge of the game midway 
through the second period and con- 
trolled the game thereafter. 

Monterey kicked off to the 
Giants and after an exchange of 
punts COS got in gear. Led by the 
running of Larry Todd and Jack 
Aker, and the passing of Bill 
Baird, the Giants moved 60 yards 
in 7 plays to the MPC 8. Aker cut 
over his own right tackle for the 
score and Todd picked up the 2 
point conversion going through 
the other side and COS led 8-0. 

A maddened Lobo eleven 
bounced off the ropes and started 
swinging from the shoetops. Crabb 
returned the kockoff 21 yards to 
the 30 for the first swing, the next 
being a 41 yard pass play from 
Crabb to Guilford that broke the 
Giants back. Behind the running of 
Lopez and Jack Seawell and anoth- 
er Crabb to Guilford aerial, the 
Lobos drove to the COS 3. Crabb 
scored the first touchdown of the 
year for Monterey on an option 
play around left end. Eight plays 
and 70 yards, that’s all! A Crabb 
to Guilford pass picked up the ty- 
ing points. 

Soon after, the Lobos recovered 
a Giant fumble on the COS 9 but 
couldn’t make anything of it and 
the Giants punted to the Maroon 
on the Lobo 32. Believe me, it hap- 
pened just like lightning. 

The frantic Giants hauled down 
ol’ 98 at their 43 after he caught 
a pitch from Crabb. The frustrated 
monsters then drew a 15 yard pen- 
alty to their 27 and were still think- 
ing about it when Teddy Smith 
raced out behind them to haul in 
Claude’s toss in the end zone for 
the eventual winning score. The 
conversion attempt was no good. 

Guilford stopped two COS drives 
by intercepting stray passes, sand- 
wiched around a Giant drive to the 
MPC 12. The Lobos drove to the 
COS 2 and fumbled when the half 
ended. Score-. ... MPC 14, COS 8. 

The third period was uneventful 
and highlighted by the punting of 
Guilford. The Lobos drove 73 yards 
in 9 plays for a touchdown with six 
minutes left in the game. Lopez 
ran for 36 yards in that drive, in- 
cluding the final 9 over the Se- 
quoias left guard. Crabb picked up 
the conversion on a sweep around 
left end. The game ended with the 
Giants driving through the MPC 
third team to the Lobo 4. 

The coaching staff was very 
pleased by the way the team came 
up for the game. “They worked

The Saturday afternoon per- 
formance, themed “Big Band” will 
feature such greats as Shelley 
Manne and Men, Pet Rugulo Or- 
chestra, Virgil Gonsalves, and 
others. That evening’s perform- 
ance, “Battle of the Combos,” will 
star, among others, Dizzy Géilles- 
pie Stars, Modern Jazz Quartet, 
and Cal Tjader. The Modern Jazz 
Quartet and Shelley Manne will 
re-appear Sunday afternoon along 
with Dave Brubeck and the Mon- 
terey Jazz Festival Symphony in 
the “Symphony of Jazz” perform- 
ance, 

The final performance, “The 
James Session,” will feature the 
Harry James Orchestra, Bill Holi- 
day, Dave Brubeck, and the All 


Star Jam Session. 


Preceding the concerts daily will 
be Jazz Forums, with leading au- 
thors, composers and musicians 
discussing the educational, techni- 
cal, and sociological aspects of 
jazz. Besides the performances and 
forums, there will be art, photogra- 
phic, and film exhibits relative to 
jazz and the Jazz Age. 

Jimmy Lyons, long famous as 
a contempory jazz disc jockey, and 
accredited with being the founder 
of Dave Brubeck, is the general 
manager of this first West Coast 
Jazz Festival. 

Monterey Peninsula College will 
benefit the most from this festival. 
The profits will be used to help 
establish a chair of jazz within our 
music department. Hopes are that 
eventually the college will be able 
to set up a jazz scholarship. To 
give the festival committee a lit- 
tle bit of the working capital that 
it needed, the ASMPC student 
council loaned $100 to the festival.
